Luneh With the Women Members of
the State Republican Committee
Affords Oeccaslon for
Shrewd Analysis

LUNCHED the other day with the women
members of the Fiate Republican Com-

mittee, This is a committee appointed by
the Btate Chairman to function as an Advi-
sory Committee on Mtate Republican affairs,
Heretofore, it has been rather nominal in
its importance and hns perhaps been most
ugeful as a place to put political worthles
who were more notnble than useful in the

party.

But with the appointment of Fisher an ita
chairman, the State Chnirman evidently do-
clded to turn over a new political leaf in the
histery of the party. Certainly if the men
whom he has placed on the committee are
a8 actively important in their communities
an the women, he and My, Fisher have at
their rirht hand o very effective linizon body
of political thinkers nnd doers that ean fune-
tion rapidly and intelligently for the good
of the party both in an advisory cnpacity
and for propaganda,

make ity reports at once fravker and more
enlightening than those of a body who i«
expected to turn ity opinions into action on
the spot.

I made n rough ealeulation of the groups
with whom the women of the committee wepo
in toueh and they would compreise well over
half a million of their fellow women, 1
suppose the men mny represent even mors
with thelr presumably large business inter-
ests, I hinve nlways thought, iowever, that
women had n mope instinctive senwe of the
trend of public opinion than the generglity
of men. and it is possible that My, Fisher
will find thnt he can come nearcr the rpath
of existing conditions from the reports of
the 'women on his committee, while the men
may be able to advise with more sureness
how to turn those conditions 19 aceount,

T ALL events the political machine in in

tonch with more elements of the voting
po ulation through such n committes than
it l':up ever been hefore, thanks 1o the careful
and fair choice that the Ntate Cluirman has
made from the material available,

| Daily Talks With Thinking Philadelphians on Subjects They'
- Know Best

On the Boom in Aviation

HE astonisling speeds attained by army

and navy pllets in the recent Pulitzer
race at Detroit and in the one-kilomete
trinlg which followed hnve ngain focusel
attention on the development of flving, ac-
cording to . T. Ludington, formerly of
the Navpnl Air Serviee and delegnte from
Ihiladelphin to the Second Nationnl Alr
Congross,

“Maughan's dash through spnce at the
rate of 245 miles an hour,' said Mr. Luding-
ton, "‘was not simply a spectacular stunt,
made possible by an impractieally small
pirplane and an inordinately powerful en-
gine. It wus the calminatlon of monthy of,
study, research and  experimentation by
(urtiss engineers and nrmy officers. In an
effort to attain thls maximum speed it was
necessary not only to discover nnd decide
on the best wing section and the most effi-
cient streamline form for the fuselage, but
alvo by an infinite pmount of patient work
to ‘clean up’ the design so that no small
detril in the way of exposed, resistance-
muking parts which could safely be elimi-
nated might be Jeft.

Reducing the Drag

“"For instance, hy doing away with twe
unnecessary but conventionul Ianding gear
struts the ‘deag’ of this unit wus reduced
45 per cent and the substitution of thin
radintors incorpornted in the wings for the
usunl nose or ‘Lawmblin' radiator added
twelve or fifteen miles to the speed,

“Thus when the little Curtivrs roured over
the finish line we who were watehing knew
that the American designers had in this
directlon at least scored an outstanding tri-
umph over those of the rest of the world.

*It tu not only in the planning of racing
nirplanes that our designers lead. The alti-
tude record is held by an American plane
und pitot. Most of us probably considered
this simply a8 a stunt when we read of it.
From the point of view of the pilot, on
whose endurance and skill the suceess or
fallure of the exploit depended, it was; but
from another viewpolnt it was but the Jogi-
enl result of experiments with s deviee
known ns a super-charger, which enahles an
pirplane engine to maintain its power at
high naltitudes. :

The Plane of the Future

Lionr. The super-charger, combined with the

the equnl of any—and ns 18 generally con-
eoded, our pilots are a8 good ns 4f wot hetter
than those of other nations—why iy the (e-

““In the majority of casen those who might
benefit by the time saved in alr travel are
scared away by the supposedly great danger,
Still others cannot afford the high churges
that are now necessary, and another great
difficulty has been the searcity of landing
fields.
